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SCHOOL REPORT. 


Report of Superintendent of Schools. 

To the Board of Education and the Citizens of Scarborough : 

Recently a most interesting study was made by the high 
school staff to discover what part our high school graduates 
of the past ten years are taking in the world's work. They 
found that some of the girls had attended college, taught, and 
married and such had to be listed under each of the classifica- 


tions. With this explanation,

The results of this study satisfied our curiosity and did 
much more. In the first place Scarborough is justified in 
maintaining a high school with a comprehensive program. 
If our college preparatory work, our business courses, or our 
home-making courses had not been offerbd, a considerable, 
group of our boys and girls would have been robbed of the 
preparation which is rightly theirs. The fact that of those 
engaged in agriculture man}' had been in our agricultural 
club work shows the advantage of emphasizing those clubs as 
the extension of a form of education which cannot be pro¬ 
vided as a formal school subject. 

This study also showed clearly that manual arts for boys 
is the greatest lack in our educational program. For those 
who entered agriculture and miscellaneous unskilled occupa- 
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tions, such a course would have been of great value. Sugges¬ 
tions regarding this are embodied in the recommendations 
later in this report. 

ScuoLAKSJi ip Achievement. 

It is also gratifying, especially in view of the place our 
young people are taking in the community work and activi¬ 
ties, to non* that our educational program in both the high and 
elementary schools is constantly being improved and en¬ 
riched. As yon know, we have put special emphasis on de¬ 
veloping the program in the rural schools. 

The result of this is seen in the constantly higher stand¬ 
ard of ability of the pupils who are entering our high school. 

Incidentally, it is interesting to note that the grading in 
the seventh and eighth grades in the Oak Hill Grammar 
School is well received. Pupils are now coming to these 
grades from six other schools. The good judgment and will¬ 
ingness of parents.—sometimes at considerable inconvenience, 
—in raking advantage of this opportunity is showing results. 
'While it is impossible to provide transportation for all 
seventh- and eighth-grade pupils to go to this school, we wel¬ 
come surh pupils and encourage parents whenever possible 
to send them. As indicated above, this is not because the 
work of the higher grades is not at an increasingly improving 
level in I be rural schools. It is merely because at that age, a 
pupil can iind much more motivation for his best work in the 
competitive situation of a class of pupils of his own grade. 

Extra-Curricular Activities and Club Work. 

The work of the classroom has been supplemented and 
stimulated during the past year by pupil activities of a type 
which leads to mental development. On March 1, 1929, a 
very successful prize speaking contest was held among the 
pupils of the elementary schools. Another will be held this 
year, and it is hoped that the interest will warrant making 
this an annual event. The pageant, “America, the Land of 
Opportunities.” at the grammar school graduation last June, 
provided an excellent teaching project. In the high school we 
have an orchestra in the process of development. 
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There were four excellent clubs last year. A boy and a 
girl, members of these clubs, won three county champion¬ 
ships. The number of clubs this year will be greater. As in¬ 
dicated earlier, these clubs represent an extension of the 
community’s educational program in fields for which we have 
neither funds nor equipment. 

Our Teachers. 

As oft repeated in these reports, the teacher makes the suc¬ 
cess of the school. We are indeed fortunate in the profes¬ 
sional and cooperative spirit which pervades our teaching 
staff. It is significant that during the year the Scarborough 
Teachers’ Association for professional study and mutual im¬ 
provement has been organized. Four of our teachers took pro¬ 
fessional courses during the summer of 1029. 

With such an excellent staff, it is gratifying that the new 
salary schedule allowed and adopted last year permits greater 
recognition of present merit and more assurance of continued 
excellence. Funds for the continuation of this schedule have 
been included in our budget estimates. 

Health and Physical Education. 

The usual health examinations for the elementary and 
high schools arc in the process of being given. We have been 
able to follow up the discovery of physical defects more ex¬ 
tensively and assistance has been obtained in several cases 
where it was necessary to provide corrective service. 

Athletics must necessarily be' an important part of our 
physical education program,—always with an eye to the bene¬ 
fit to the participant and not athletic achievement as the end 
in itself. In this field the fine achievement and promise of 
our basketball teams, both boys’ and girls’ have been a source 
of pride. 

Buildings and Equipment. 

It is important that we make our school buildings and 
grounds efficient and attractive places in which to learn. 
Beauty in a school plant,—and this does not imply wasteful 
expenditure,—has a fine influence on the life of the child and 
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at the same time tells the passer-by that the town has an ap¬ 
preciation of the appropriate. 

During the past year many improvements along the lines 
of standardization and beautification have been distributed 
throughout all our school plants. The Civic League, ever a 
friend to the schools, gave us sixty-five dollars, which allowed 
an expenditure of five dollars per school toward the purchase 
of reference books or some enriching equipment. 

More of this is needed. Funds to continue this work have 
been included in our budget estimates. Our greatest need 
along this line, the grading of the high school lot, is men¬ 
tioned more in detail in our special recommendations. 

Our schools are primarily for the instruction of the chil¬ 
dren. However, whenever we extend the use of our school 
plants out of school hours as places for community gatherings 
we are obtaining more for our investment. This is particu¬ 
larly true of our splendid high school plant, which offers 
splendid opportunity for use as a community center. 

School Population. 

Our town is growing and with it our school population. 
The development of new homes in various centers increases 
the opportunity and also the responsibilities of the school 
system. Fortunately this does not bring anew the problem of 
housing. 

In .1921, our high school enrolled during the fall term 
58 pupils. It showed gradual increase until 1927, It jumped 
from 68 to 83. This year it increased from 81 to 105, and 
the anticipated enrollment during the fall term 1930 is 120. 
These pupils are well housed, but this increase brings us to 
the discussion of our needs. 

Special Xeeds and Recommendations. 

1. An additional teacher in the high school. 

With this enrollment, our teachers are forced to carry too 
heavy a pupil and class load and the principal has too little 
time for supervisory and administrative work. This means 
that a new teacher is absolutely necessary. 

In meeting this problem, we have two possible plans. The 
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first would be to leave tbe program as it is and let the extra 
teaching time lift the load of heavier enrollments in present 
classes. But- better than this would be to extend the program 
to include general mechanics and mechanical drawing by 
appointing as the additional teacher a man who can carry 
these as part, and courses now carried by present teachers as 
the remainder of his teaching load. 

This would meet the greatest weakness in our high sclio! pro¬ 
gram, a need which has been emphasized in these reports for a 
number of years. As indicated at the beginning of this report, 
such courses would have been of great value to thirty of our boys 
who have entered agriculture or unskilled miscellaneous occu¬ 
pations. For them and others who would take the courses, 
instruction would ho provided in home mechanics which we 
all meet about the home place, a basis would be given for 
drawing plans or understanding blueprints prepared br¬ 
others in connection with construction, and a trial course 
would be provided in which the hoy can discover whether his 
desires and aptitudes are along the line of industrial arts. 

Thus we earnestly emphasize the need for an additional in¬ 
structor on the high school staff and hope that said instructor 
will be provided with the necessary equipment to assume, as 
part of his teaching, courses in general mechanics and me¬ 
chanical drawing. 

2. Equipment of sewing laboratory at the high school. 

In the new building a sewing laboratory was provided on 
the third floor, but up to date it has not been equipped. 
Classes in sewing are being held in the cooking laboratory, 
but it is now becoming too crowded for efficiency. It is now 
time to equip the laboratory which was planned for this 
purpose. 

AVe are fortunate that if this is done we will get the benefit 
of increased financial aid. Special money for home economics 
instruction has been made available by a United States Gov¬ 
ernment financial grant. This money is disbursed through 
the State Board of Education and Scarborough is fortunate 
in being one of two towns to which it is offered if we meet 
the requirements of the State Board. Those requirements 
primarily demand that adequate space, equipment, and time 
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be allowed the teacher of home economics to provide a genu¬ 
ine course in home making for girls. 

Under this grant, two-thirds of the salary of this teacher 
will be met by federal and state funds. The teacher will also 
be on duty eleven months in the year, making her available 
for outside-of-classroom activities along home-making lines. 

If we take advantage of this opportunity, it will also re¬ 
lieve some of the limitations on the total amount we may re¬ 
ceive from the State for manual arts work when we introduce 
manual arts for high school boys. 

3. Jfcw heater at Oak Hill Grammar School. 

The present heater, more than twenty years old, has given 
us concern for some time. This year it is urgent that it be re¬ 
placed and funds for this have been included in the budget 
estimate. 

4. Grading of the high school lot. 

With $500.00 last year, good progress was made in filling in 
the depressions. Our school is prominently located on the 
State highway. For some of our visitors it may be the most 
lasting impression of our town. The asset of a beautiful 
building as evidence of the progressive spirit of the town 
should not be nullified by unsightly grounds. Even more im¬ 
portant. in tlicir present condition the grounds cannot be 
efficiently used as planned in a modern educational program. 

Thus again we ask for such funds as the town sees fit to 
grant for the continuation, and we hope the completion, of 
this necessary work. 

This has been a happy and progressive year in the school 
history of Scarborough. This is due in no small degree to the 
splendid, thoughtful cooperation shown by the Board of Edu¬ 
cation, teaching staff and janitors, and the friendly interest 
in and support of the program of public education shown by 
the town officials and citizens. To all of these I wish to ex¬ 
press iny most sincere thanks.

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Report of High School. 

2'o Superintendent F. H. B. Ileald: 

I herewith submit my ninth annual report as principal of 
Scarborough High School. 

As predicted in last years report, our enrollment this year 
has exceeded the hundred mark for the first time in the his¬ 
tory of the school. The fact that another large class will enter 
high school in the fall of 1930 leads me to anticipate a regis¬ 
tration of approximately one hundred and twenty pupils dur¬ 
ing the coming school year. The enrollment this year is dis¬ 
tributed as follows: Seniors, fourteen: Juniors, rhirty-two; 
Sophomores, twenty-three; Freshmen, thirty-six; Post-grad- 
nates, one: a total of one hundred and six pupils. 

It is axiomatic among educators that no secondary school 
can function to its greatest efficiency where the ratio of pu¬ 
pils per teacher is greater than twenty-five to one. The an¬ 
ticipated increase in enrollment, together with the fact that 
we have been obliged to omit two subjects from our course of 
study this year because of the limitation of our teaching 
force, subjects which necessity demands shall be taught in 
1930-31, cause me to recommend the addition of another 
teacher to our teaching force in the fall. The practicability 
of a manual training course and the interest and desire for 
such a course, which is manifest among the boys of the high 
school, lead me to suggest that such a course be instituted 
with this teacher also taking over certain other academic sub' 
jects as needed. 

The Home Economies Course, which was started two years 
ago, has been extended so that three complete units are now 
being offered in this line of study. Two-thirds of the girls in 
school are enrolled in this course and the teacher is giving her 
full time to the work in Home Economics. 

Our school library has been presented with approximately 
one hundred books of fiction and with the latest issues of nine 
magazines by the Charles Thomas Memorial Library of 
Prout's Xeek. A thirty-volume set of the Americana Encyc¬ 
lopedia has been added to our reference works.

Through the generosity of Mrs. Ena Briggs Eastman of 
Alfred, Blaine, and of Mrs. Bernice Briggs Haynes of Ports¬ 
mouth, N. H., daughters of the late Rev. F. E. Briggs of 
North Scarborough, the high school has been the recipient of 
a gift of a valuable collection of minerals from the estate of 
M i\ Briggs. 

Four-JI Club work is again proving one of the most pop¬ 
ular of our extra-curricular activities. Clubs in canning, 
sewing and cooking have already been organized with a com¬ 
bined enrollment of fifty girls under the leadership of three 
of the teachers, Miss Knudscn, Mrs. Libbey and Miss 
Hutcliins, respectively. It is probable that about fifteen boys 
will sign up for the garden and poultry clubs when these 
projects start in the spring. Last year two members of our 
clubs won three county championships and two were chosen 
to go to the Eastern States Exposition at Springfield, Mass., 
because of their marked accomplishment in carrying out their 
club projects. 

A school orchestra has recently been organized and a set 
of drums lias been purchased by the school. Only three stu¬ 
dents have had any previous experience in orchestral work, 
but several others have secured instruments and are now tak¬ 
ing lessons, and we hope that by the end of the school year 
we shall have an organization consisting of a piano, three vio¬ 
lins. two trumpets, a saxophone and drums. 

A student council, consisting of ten members of the stu¬ 
dent body, has been instituted during the year. Thus far, its 
work has consisted chiefly in the arrangement of programs 
for a school social and for weekly assemblies, the carrying on 
of a school store at which students may purchase their school 
supplies, the supervision of a lost and found department, and 
the bringing together of all school finances from classes, clubs, 
athletics, school annual, and other sources of income, into a 
central unit with the council treasurer acting as general 
treasurer and bookkeeper, and the principal as auditor. 

I wish that more of the parents and citizens of Scarbor¬ 
ough would visit the high school during the regular school 
sessions. Individual conferences with the principal and 
the teachers and observations of what they are endeavoring 
to accomplish in the classroom would be greatly appreciated. 
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In conclusion, I wish to thank the Superintendent and 
the members of the Board of Education for their cooperation 
and help in the administration of my duties.

To William G . Sherman, a Constable in the Town of Scar¬ 
borough, in the County of Cumberland, Greeting: 

Th the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby required 
to notify and warn the inhabitants of the said Town of Scar¬ 
borough. qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to meet at 
the Town House in said town on the third (3rd) day of 
March, A. J).

Rental ot 
Hydrants, Officers’ Salaries, Contingency, and to defray all 
other town charges.
